Task Force Study 
On Route 57 
Hailed By Rheault 


The Route 57 Task Force, established to_draft a 
regional compromise on the 4,5 mile Route 57 exten¬ 
sion today released an updated report on the commit 
tee's progress, causing Town Council President and 
task force member Donald M. Rheault to comment 
“This is great news for Agawam We are finally getting 
down to the final steps toward the completion of all 
necessary steps to make the much-needed extension n 
reality." 

New Ramp On Garden Street 

Included in the lotest report is a new ramp on Garden 
Street to facilitate the newly planned Agawam In¬ 
dustrial Park The WestMass Development Corpora¬ 
tion is now marketing the park 

According to Rheault, the latest report addresses all 
concerns of the special task force The 80-page report 
drafted by Storch Engineers of Boston, provided the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Work wid 
specific details addressing the concerns of the Route 
57 Task Force. 

The report also shows a higher traffic projection 
than what was reported in the 1979 negative declare 
tion on the road. This projected .ncrecse is due to ‘he 
planned Agawam Industrial Park 

“I see no reason now why we shouldn t soon be 
ready for the final public hearing on the r uad and then 
start with the formal land-taking proceedings, 
Rheault said. 

The Storch report researched each at the concerns 
on the 4.5 mile extension that were presented to them, 
by the task force. These concerns included I) the need 
for park and ride facilities on the road, 2) justification 
for four lanes of trovel rather than two lanes, 3) on and 
off ramp locations; and 4) effects of ramps on local 
streets.

Council Committees 
To Meet Next Week 
For Budget Completion

Sacred Heart Dedicates New Field House 


Tow'n Council budget subcommittees are scheduled 
to meet in full council session this June 7th and 9th to 
make reports of any proposed alterations and put the 
finishing touches to the town's $20 million fiscal 
1983-84 budget. 

The budget, prepared by Town Manager Edward A. 
Caba and his staff, has thus far drawn little criticism, 
with only two citizens attending the public hearing on 
the budget last week. 

As yet, no budget subcommittee chairman reports 
plans for any drastic changes to Caba's budget. 

“The budget review process had gone very 
smoothly," Council President Donald M. Rheault today 
said. “But we won't know for certain whether any major 
changes are being contemplated until the nights of com¬ 
mittee reports." 

Of the two citizens which did speak before at the 
budget's public hearing, teacher Ann Bradford asked 
the council to consider use of Federal Revenue Sharing 
Funds to off-set a $100,000 deficit expected in the 
school department's budget. 

Former Town Councilor Valentine Moreno requested 
that the council be careful not to allow future sewer ex¬ 
penses to appear prematurely in the budget. 

The council is scheduled to approve the budget at its 
June 13th meeting, but has allowed for additional 
meetings to be held on June 14th and 15th should con¬ 
tentions arise.

In addressing these issues, the Storch Report says 
that 1) the need does not exist for park and ride 
facilities on or near the planned Suffield Street ramp; 2) 
a four lane highway is safer than two lanes; and 3) the 
present design of Route 57 would have a minimal ef¬ 
fect but the new Agawam Industrial Park would 
necessitate a ramp on Garden Street which is the only 
land-taking proceedings needed at the present time. 

Mefconian & Walsh Praised 

Rheault praised the entire staff of the Mass. DPW for 
their support and recognition that a serious and 
dangerous traffic problem currently exists on the pre¬ 
sent Route 57. 

Rheault also credited State Senator Linda Melconian 
and State Representative Michael P. Walsh as being 
"tremendous assets" to the process. 

He said, "I cannot express enough gratitude to 
Senator Melconian and Rep. Walsh for their leadership 
and support in this matter. 

Rheault also praised the Agawam Town Council and 
its special Route 57 subcommittee chaired by Thomas 
Coppola for "continuous recognition and unanimous 
support of this crucial highway." 

The Route 57 Task Force was organized to resolve 
regional differences on the 4.5 mile Route 57 extension 
and after six meetings, the seven-member group voted 
5-2 in favor of the highway and sent the above- 
mentioned areas of concerns to Storch Engineers for 
review and recommendation.

How Hot Is The Water In Your Home? 

Too many of us set our water heaters at 140°F. or 
higher. That's hot enough to make instant coffee right 
from the tap - hot enough to satisfy the owner s 
manuals of some elderly dishwashers. But that s also 
hot - enough to cause a scald burn in as little as two 

seconds! , , 

You can greatly reduce the risk of scalds, and save 
energy dollars, by turning your hot water tank down 
below to 130°F. - which translates to about 120 , a safe 
temperatue, at the tub. Here's how. 

For gas water heaters, all you need to do is readjust 
the thermostat dial. Use an accurate thermometer to 
be sure what temperatue you're actually achieving 

Turning down an electric water heater is somewhat 
more involved. But you can still do it yourself by 
following these simple steps. 

1. Check with your owner's manual or utility com¬ 
pany to be sure you can safely remove access covers 
yourself. 

2. Shut off the power to your water heater. 

3. Locate the flat access cover on the tank surface 
and remove it. Your tank may have one or two. 

4. Within the access cover you will find a paper or 
foil insulation layer. Feel with you? fingers until you 
locate a protruding adjustment screw beneath the in¬ 
sulation. 

5. Cut the insulation and spread it open a bit. You 
will see the adjustment screw with a thermostate scale 
around it. With a screwdriver, reset the adjustment 
screw for 125-130°F. 

6. Tuck the insulation pack into place, replace the 
access cover and restore power. 

Measure with a thermometer to ensure that you are 
achieving about 120° at the bathroom and kitchen 
faucets. Repeat the procedure above until this 
temperatue is maintained. 

Water hotter than 120-130° invites scalds, and does 
not make washing machines or dishwashers more ef¬ 
fective. Even older machines, whose instructions may 
specifically require water at 140°F. or above, will work 
well with today's detergents which are formulated for 
use at lower temperatures.

$600,000 Officially Released For 1-Park 


Sen. Linda J. Melconian (D-Spfld.) and Rep. Michael 
P. Walsh (D-Agawam) announced that Commissioner 
Robert T. Tierney, Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works, signed an agreement releasing an addi¬ 
tional $600,000 in Public Works Economic Develop¬ 
ment Funds to the municipality of Agawam as part of 
Governor Michael Dukakis' "Job Bill" initiative. 

Sen. Melconian and Rep. Walsh stated that the grant 
monies would be used for internal Roadway Develop¬ 
ment at the Agawam Industrial Park. The legislators 
said, "These grant monies are certainly welcome and 
will improve access to the proposed Industrial Park, 
thereby enhancing the growth of industrial develop¬ 
ment in Agawam." 

Under Governor Dukakis' program designed to 
repair and improve the state's infrastructure over $41 


million has already been released directly to com¬ 
munities. Commissioner Tierney stated, "These funds 
will provide new jobs, and protect existing jobs, and 
will enable communities to support old and attract new 
industry." 

Today's signing ceremonies at the State House is the 
third in recent weeks and including today's grants, 57 
cities and towns have shared in the $41 million. Funds 
under this program are released directly to com¬ 
munities with the stipulation the project has to be 
designed and ready for advertising within the 180 day 
mandate required by law. 

Projects funded under this program will provide 
thousands of jobs locally, which would serve to 
stimulate economic development in surrounding com¬ 
munities.

For a number of years, parishoners of St. David's 
Church, Feeding Hills, have recognized the eventual 
need for permanent sanctuary windows.

One area in which Return of the Jedi surpasses Star 
Wars and The Empire Strikes Back is acting. While Ford 
has been consistently convincing and charming in all 
three pictures, Hamill and Fisher have come a long 
way since their rather corny portrayals in the first film 
Like the other major characters, Luke and Princess Leia 
have changed through the course of the three movies, 
and Hamill and Fisher finally give them enough per 
sonality to take Luke and Leia out of the one¬ 
dimensional stock character category. 

Besides suspenseful and funny scenes, Return of the 
Jedi also has several tender moments. Although the 
characters are living a long time ago, in a galaxy far, 
far away, they experience real emotions that we can 
identify with, and this aspect gives Return of the Jedi a 
more warm and human quality than its forerunners. 
However, this trilogy contains more emotion than a 
number of other science fiction movies, such as last 
summer's cold and mechanical TRON and the current 
3-D fiasco, Space Hunter: Adventures in the Forbidden 
Zone. 

Because of his successful movie magic, Lucas has 
made his characters part of our culture. While Luke 
Skywalker, Han Solo, and Princess Leia have been 
popular for the past six years, Return of the Jedi will en¬ 
sure their stature for many more years to come.

Buying & Selling Real Estate 


Part I: Brokers And Listing Agreements 

The purchase of a home, or any real estate property 
is often the single greatest financial investment made 
by a person or a couple. A mistake at this time can un¬ 
do a lifetime of effort. A five part series of articles, 
beginning today with part I, will point out the principal 
considerations involved and their significance to the welcome, 
real estate buyer or seller. The series will attempt to ex¬ 
plain the essential steps in every purchase or sale of 
real estate, including but not limited to, the listing 
agreement, the purchase and sale agreement, financ¬ 
ing, title and. title insurance, and the real estate clos¬ 
ing. Precautions can guard against disappointments. 

The complexities and technicalities involved require 
the services of an attorney who can protect your in¬ 
terests. 

An experienced, reputable real estate broker can be 
indispensable. A broker can offer a buyer assistance in 
finding the best home to suit the needs of a buyer sub¬ 
ject to the legitimate concerns of the buyer, such as the 
characteristics of a neighborhood, schools, fire and 
police protection, etc. 

Sellers who are familiar and experienced with the 
sales process and the local real estate market may 
choose to handle the sale directly. However, it is pro¬ 
bably a good idea to retain an attorney and an ap¬ 
praiser at the outset to assist in their respective areas 
of service. 

If a seller chooses to use a broker, a listing agree¬ 
ment will be needed. A listing agreement is a legal con¬ 
tract and its written terms will be enforceable. Thus 
such agreement and its terms should first be reviewed 
with a seller's attorney. The type of listing, conditions 
for brokers' fees, the fee itself, the effect of a multiple 
listing,the right for a seller to show the property 
himself, etc. are all points usually covered in a listing 
agreement. 

There are several types of listing agreements which 
will be listed below with a brief explanation of its 
terms, liability, and services. 

1. Open Listing: Owner lists property with one 
broker; owner reserves right to list with additional 
brokers; may allow owner to sell property directly; fee 
only to broker who procures "sale." 

2. Exclusive Agency: Only one broker as agent to sell 
■property for definite period of time; also allows owner 

to sell directly to non-broker prospects without com¬ 
mission to broker; teminates upon specific date. 

3. Exclusive Right-to-sell: One broker as sole agent 
for specified period of time; broker entitled to commis¬ 
sion no matter who sells within time period of agree¬ 
ment; if owner sells still a commission to broker. 

4. Multiple-Listing: Group of brokers pool listings in 
order to give maximum exposure of property to poten¬ 
tial buyers (Greater Springfield Board of Realtors); 
when sale occurs fee divided according to predetermin¬ 
ed arrangement between listing broker and selling 
broker. 

Any of the above agreements may be terminated by 
mutual consent, sale of property, or upon specified ex¬ 
piration date in the written contract. Your attorney will 
. be able to help negotiate or draft a listing agreement to 
fit your needs and situation.

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If a vehicle is in the repair shoa for the same substan 
tial defect three or more times, cr is in the shop fifteen 
or more business days, the manufacturer gets one final 
chance, not to exceed seven business days to fix the 
car. 

If the same substantial problem continues to exist 
the consumer can then take the problem to an arbitra¬ 
tion hearing that is binding on the manufacturer, not 
the consumer. 

The Arbitration Board in turn must have half its 
members appointed by the Office of Consumer Affairs 
and has 40 days to render a decision. Consumers not 
satisfied with arbitration may demand a refund, in¬ 
cluding sales tax, registration fees and financial 
charge, less an allowance for use. Also, "Lemons" 
may not be resold without disclosure that they were 
brought back under the bill. 

Some of the supporters of the bill are dissatisfied 
with the re-draft, feeling it is not extensive enough. 
They maintain that if a manufacturers warranty is 
beyond one year or 15,000 miles, then the lemon law 
should apply for the life of that warranty. 

Lie With Buyer 

Second, the option to either refund a buyer's money 
or replace the car should lie with the buyer not with tne 
manufacturer as in the re-draft. Also, they feel the bill 
does not require as much dealer liability to the con¬ 
sumer as it should. The dealership should act as the 
agent of the manufacturing company. 

The lemon law is a much-needed bill in light of the 
countless defective autos and recalls that plague the 
consumers of this state and nation. Perhaps a bill such 
as this will force manufacturers to be more responsible 
to its buying public by building a better product. 

This bill will benefit both parties in the long run.

^Provisions included in the bill give any buyer of a 
new car, motorcycle, or truck for personal or family 
purposes coverage under the bill for one year or 15,000 
miles, whichever comes first.

Taxpayers: "Check Your Sewer Bills 


SENATE 

REPORT 


To The Editor: 

Agawam taxpayers, please check your last sewer 
use bill which reads: "The charge shall be 90% of the 
metered water used at 95 c per 100 cubic feet." The 
sewer charge is not 90% of your water bill. Please 
check your last water and sewer bills. Each bill ex 
plains the separate charges. Your council proposes to 
make all Agawam taxpayers pay for sewer installa¬ 
tions that Feeding Hills residents petitioned to have in¬ 
stalled and now want the other 7,000 residents to pay 
the costs through increased sewer use charges at a 
$ 1.33 per 100 cubic feet, a jump of 38 c over the present 
95 c . 

To figure what this increase cost will mean to you, 
the taxpayer, multiply the number of cubic feet you 
were charged on your last sewer bill by this new rate of 
$1.33, and you will have an idea of the number of 
dollars your next sewer bill will be increased. You will 
receive a shock, I kid you not. 

The betterment charge for the new sewer for these 
residents figured out to $2200. They felt that was 
rather high so it was lowered to $1800. The residents 
did not want to pay that. Then it was lowered to $1200, 
then to $1,000. They wanted to pay nothing, and now 
it is proposed at $700. 

Each lowering was by vote of your council. Each 
time the cost was lowered meant the sewer charge per 
cubic foot had to go up to all the other 7,000 tax¬ 
payers. We have all paid our sewer betterments over 
the years, whether directly or indirectly through one of 
the hidden costs in the purchase price of our homes. To 
soak 7,000 taxpayers for someone else's is not fair. 

As quoted in an news article, Jack Shaughnessy, 
Dominic Candido, Thomas Coppola, Mario DeLucchi, 
Walter Kerr, Benjamin Lockhart, Peter Mazza, Dennis 
Roberts, Council President Donald Rheault, and Daniel 
Lacienski voted to make you pay for someone else's 
sewer by an increase in your sewer charge of 33%. 
The other alternative is to reduce the budget in excess 
of $100,000, thereby denying the people of Agawam 
other neeaea services. Councilors Paul 
Paleologopoulos, Alfred Trehey, Stephen Cincotta, 
and Andrew Gallano voted against this reduction to 
$700. 

Perhaps it would be well to contact the councilors 
who voted to reduce the charges to see to it that those 
benefitting by the new sewers pay a fairer share of the 
cost which was previously charged at 3316% instead 
of the 10% now proposed. 

Your council could vote to burden you with this cost 
at the next council meeting June 6th, only one week 
away.

first in the high jump at 6-4, tying his previous best set 
at West Springfield More importantly, Leclerc wasn't 
the only Brownie leaping brilliantly over the bar.

June 6-12 Named 
National Fishing Week 

June 6th to 12th is declaired National Fishing Week 
and the slogan is "Take A Kid Fishing." Fishing is an 
all-family sport. Placing no requirement on age or 
physical condition, fishing is a healthy outdoor 
pastime which offers something for everyone from the 
youngest beginner to grand-and great grandparents 
and seniors seeking productive outdoor recreation. 

Last year the largest brook trout taken in 
Massachusetts was landed by a 3-year-old angler! 
Fishing is far less expensive than boating, biking or ski¬ 
ing and it is fun. All that is required is a fishing license 
and a rod and reel. The license cost in Massachusetts 
is $12.50 per year; $6.50 for anglers 15 to 17; and no 
cost for anglers under 15 or over 70. 

According to figures released by the Massachusetts 
Division of Fisheries and Wildlife, nearly 250,000 
anglers enjoyed Massachusetts ponds and streams in 
1981 and an unnumbered group of anglers made use of 
coastal and deep-sea opportunities. But only 10,000 
youngsters purchased junior fishing licenses which 
leads to speculation that perhaps the children of 
today's over-busy parents do not have the opportunity 
to fish or may never have had a chance to learn how. It 
could happen to a boy or a girl you know. It is already 
happening to a lot of children I know. 

The Division of Fisheries and Game created the 
trend we are in now by opting to have fishing remain 
open for 1 2 months of the year and abolished the open¬ 
ing day excitement. Youngsters, when the weather 
started to change to warm days, commenced pestering 
their fathers and mothers about going fishing for trout 
on opening day. 

New rods and reels were purchased. Marinas were 
approached for renting boats for that auspicious event. 
The local lakes were loaded with boats and everybody 
was having a good time. The most important thing that 
materialized on opening day (I know for I was part of 
the fishing on opening day) was a close companion¬ 
ship with Dad and that look of understanding and love 
from Mom when we arrived home with or without trout. 
The stories the kids told in school of that important 
day in their lives were many and varied. Some teachers 
capitalized on the day and had the students write 
essays or compositions about opening day of the 
fishing season. 

Now it is a case of out of sight, out of mind. Dick 
Cronin, Director of the Division of Fisheries and Game 
is very hard-headed about re-instating opening day. He 
is getting flack from all over the state and still insists 
on seeing facts and figures before he will even consider

it. I think it is now time for the owners of marinas and 
sporting goods stores to go to their respective 
legislators and see if pressure from that front will make 
a difference. I predict that an opening day again will 

triple the sale of junior fishing licenses statewide.
